^tloh w».inwOH fiBireo nhow, 1977 (332) t 1978 (273)1 1979 (156); 1980 
( 84)1 1981 (68) and I 982 (just 36 ).A brief mini-wave in November i 960 brought 
cg some good close enoounters (inoludlng the last CB3),bnt clearly something 
seems to be very amiss* 

MA(XJNIA have written much on this topic and one of the places olted. for 
blame ly many sources has been the cinema UFO and acl-fi hype, especially our 
old friend Spielberg with his Olose Bteootmters of The Third Kind (released in 
late 1977 )-This ia probably part of the answer,The public have been super-sat¬ 
urated with UFO storiee to the point rfiere they mentally switoh off wlm thw 
word UFO is mentioned*Tet the media (idio supposedly reflect the public interest) 
have not been switched off,Certainly I have found aiore and more of my time de¬ 
voted to handling enquiries from TIT, radio and journal 1st a, UFOs, It seems, still 
fasoinats them* 

Personally I think a funderaental faotor is that we are merely in a trough 
within the UFO oyole. Blnos the ten year periods of I 967 and 1977 waves suggest 
a new UK wave around 1987 we now be climbing up towards more respectable 
levels of UFO activity, although it could be a while before we ass oases of the 
calibre and magnitude of those recent but departed days. 

Perhaps even more crucial,and probably the slngfLe most import»t reason %diy 
wo are lacking reports, la the decreased nuiaber of Investigators. There are now 
just 3 or 4 active HUFOB groups as opposed to a dozen or more quite recently. 

But I do not regard this as a bad thing,because Investigaticzi in this country 
ia more and more oonoei^od with studying ln-d#pth aelooted cases. The very fact 
that w€ are ignoring bo many LITS reports ia naturally limitlBg oase totals. 
LITS, after all, do forsa the biggest peroeuiage of UFOs seen.

PAUE-OUT Sphere 1975 (reieeiied 1982 ) 

MISSION Sphere I 982 Both by Patrick Tilley 

As Earthllghte still oaptureg the UFO book limelight it is worth taking a 
sll^t sidestep into the works of Fatriok Tllleji an Anglo-Amerloan author with 
whom yon nay not be faailiar. 

So far an I am aware these are his only two published offerings* Both are 
nowels vhioh deal with the 'paranormal' in a ref ashing way* Both hare UPO conn¬ 
otations* And both are deserving of joar attention, 

MISSION, the produot of much thought a^d work, is the one you will currently 
find riding high in the paperback best-sellers llBt,Howetver,iii ny view, it is 
less euooessful than his earlier novelt MISSION oonoerns the sudden appearanoe 
at easter-time of a body on a New York mortuary slab which the young doctor oon- 
cemed believes to bear an imoazmy reaemblaitce to one certain Jesus Christ * She 
calls her boyfriend,a Jewish lawyer, and both are sole witnesses to the miracle 
of resurection which transpires,Said Jesus then 'homes in' on these two and they 
face the unenviable task of deciding what to do without getting locked in a padded 
cell.They are not helped by the fact that the Messiah io not exactly what one 
would expect.He is a cosmic being with an interesting 'Mission'. 

The text is heavy on the metapl^slos, bot Patrick Tilley tells me this is 
meant to be taken very aorioualy.lt crosses into UH3 territory more than once 
and there is aom© nice humour milked from the situation too. 

FADE-OUT, however, ta more directly relevant to our subject.Its theme oonoems 
a sudden global eleotvo-oagnetic blaok-out,After teneion thanks to each side 
wondering 'idio dons it’ the culprit turns out to be a giant UFO, which prou^tly 
lands end ia (you guessed it) oovered-up by the US government.The main part of 
the story conceme the attempts of a scientific team to unlock the secrets of the 
alien device, and the tension mounts to a superbly enigmatic ending.The book 
really scores because the phenomenon is shown to be truly alien, not a mere 
extrapolation of human technology*A tremendous illustration of what might be (or 
according to some olresuiy haa beeni I ) 

Patriok tells me that Warner Brothers were to make a movie based on the bock 
but along caise Columbia and Spielberg when plans were well advanoed.The budget 
offered to Close Encounters could not be matched an the film was shelved.A pity* 
FADE-OUT knocks spots off Spielberg '0 'pretty lights’. So, even thou^ you can't 
see the movie you can at least read the book* It is worth your time*

(They c^ htfre mine, any tine they oare to 
oaXl...l need a new padr as these are at the edgeel) 

The only newepeper I would talk to was the Baily ExoregB. wfao showed to me a 
fair approach.Their January 4 1^3 interview with me ’After ET will there be more 
tJFOs aeon?’ was considerably better than many I have seen and relatively free of 
mistakes, althouidi I oovered DFO waves,ths pleco-eleotrlc effect, the hii^ IPO 
proportion, the lack of photographs of olose encounters and witnees’excuses’ about 
alien motives. Bo well done, Geoff Newson.lillnft you if UFO IQALITT is based on 20 
years research I am still trying to work out idiat researoli X wm doing at primary 
sohooll (For 20 you should read 101) 

Local radio did a number of programmes too«up and down the country.Often the 
seme station covered the subject twice.Botk Peter Hough ond mjeelf, for example, 
did Interviews with RED ROSE RADIO (Lanoe).Peter Marrlngton did both RADIO MAMr 
CHESTER and its ootamercial rlvala FICCADILLT.And I did RADIO HMSEY3XDE (twioel) 
and a one-hour phone la with RADIO OITT (Mersey & North HaleB) which led to the 
offer of a weekly or bi-weekly series#(More on that in the next issue). Moot of 
these helped with the PR image for UFOs and brou^t in some cases. As did the 13 
minute spot I was given on Hbmaas Hour (the largest audience radio programme in 
Britain) This went out on Christmas Ehre and has lirought a trickle of new oases 
from all over the UK. 

Away from HT-mania the Hews o f the World again (Novaa'ber 38) reported on the 
’eccentric Itivontor’ John Searls in ’Revenge of the Flying Baaicer Balder*.Searls, 
the latest thorn in the side of serloue ufologists, has been building his spao^ 
ships,to media fanfares,for a few yeers.He runs the ’Rational Space Research Gon- 
eortiun’ (whatever that is) and claims to' have launched flying saucers and be 
years ahead of the super-powers,This time he was oangbt practically blacking out 
the whole of Bouthem England by removing oomponents from pylons and cutting up 
others with a sawl All because the electriolty board had fined him for by-paeralng 
his meter with eophietioated. gadgetryi He Is presently tukdergoing atedical

On August 1^ 1982 the Lanoashire 13ijeaiiiif^ Post oarried. a ‘brief news item * Close 
Encounters of Three Kinds^, refering to tSie multiple sightlB^ts the prericma nl^t 
that constituted an Interesting aeries of events above the Lancashire coalfields. 
BICJAF (care of Arthur Tomlinson) visited the witnesses to gain an initial under¬ 
standing and then joined foroes with MUFDRA, for whom Peter Hough oonduoted a full 
so ale invest Isation whilst DIOAP chased op so»e other independant witnesses, 
finally, on October 21, Jenny Randles returned with Fetor Hough for aeverBl hours 
of re-intervlewB with the primary witnesses and on-site ejaaninaticne of the 
various loonies Involved with the case,The final result is one of the most Inter¬ 
esting cases of 1982 . 

The principle events took place aroimd the town of Abrams eItho\igh peripheral 
and dlreotly related incidents occurred in other 
locations - as indicated In the adjacent map.The 
area around Wigan end Loigihfwhilst now in tfccnev 
county of Greater Kanohester Is in faert the hemt 
of the South Lancashire coalfield.^any of the o3d 
pits ore disused (although their concealed sha&a 
and landscape slagheaps rofliain very visible)And 
other pits remain open, ^ch as Biokershaiie Col¬ 
liery, which forms an integral part of this story. This excursion into the local 
geography could prove rather important to an understanding of the complex events 
of this evening.Fbpeoially as any glance at UK) rcoords, or more particularly 
the files of local newscapors such as the Bolton Evening Nows, will show just how 
eitsaordinarily rloh the Boltoii-1figa&-ieigh *t 2 Pian^e' has "been for decades In 
providing UK3 tales.lt is an intriguing fadt that the area has never been pmrooted 
as a 'window', like Warminster has, although it in truth has more factual claim 
for such a deBcription* 

Mr Erian Lydon (aged 45) his wife Beryl,are the two moat 
important principles in this case. Mr Lydou is a furniture salesman, but he spent 
eeveral years as a mining surveyor with the Nation^ Coal Board and his extensive 
knowledge of the local guolo^ and mining operatiozis proved of great valuej althnni^ 
these matters only emerged towards the end of the invostl gat ion j when raised "by the 
investigators,It must be said that Brian Lydon himself saw no apporant oonneotion 
'between his background., the local geology and the UFOs, 

The Lydons live in a comer seml-detatched house in an estate at Abram* 5^olr 
garden faces south ( towards Warrington) and containo a large aerial to accomodate 
Brian’s hoblDy of OB radio oommunl oat ion* Adjacent to the house is a large open 
playing fields which affords good views to the north towards Winter tUll (an 
cut crop of the Fennines north of ‘Bblton with a T7 mant visible from much of the 
north-west) and to the east towards Lol^ and Konohoster.At the far end of the 
field (about threo-d'dartars-Cf-a-mile away) are the bright floodlights of the 
Bickershawe pit on the edge of Lei^« 

At between 2l«30 and. 21*45 (precise time unknoim) Mrs Lydon saw something odd 
throu^ the large lounge window that looks south,It woe prominent enouj^ to dis¬ 
turb her from watching TV, She called to her husband (who was in another part of 
the house) 5 tnd they went into their roar garden to watch more closely aa a tuost 
unuaunl object moved across slowly from a position in the south-west towards the 
east. Both agree that it was a large cigar shape, greyish in colour, and with a line 
of square 'portholes^ along the length issuing briglit light,At the rear oame a 
bright orango/rad glow that seemed to leave a trail in the sky*Mrs Lydon thinks 
that the roar of the object was 'teat' shaped,Brian Lydon recalls no suoh diet-

On arriiral at iho field the Lydon's aiw tlmt a neighbourS, and his nephew, 
wore already ont there watching the ohjebt.Suddenly the attention of all four 
witnesses was distracted to the floodli^ts of the colliery across the field.Here 
two sroall lights were appsrantly circling the floodlight a. Then, from the Winter 
Hill direction oame a fourth object, moiring very fast and seeming to streak along 
aliimat at ground level*This was very unu^al in shape, being like an arrowhead 
or ice-cream eone.lt was greyish, but ha^ two orange lights at the rear, a white 
light on the nose and a white li^t spraying out a fan shaped ray on the undeiv 
eide. 

Turning back from the diver si vo activity over the Colliery they looked again 
at the cigar object round to the south. The glow frcnn the rear had ceased and the 
porthole lights wee© going dimmer and brighter (according to Brian Lydon it was 
as if aonethlng were passing in front ofi them obsouring li^t, but nothing was 
positively vieiblo)-lt Wna at this point (it seems about 22.00 - ie 15/20 mins 
into the sitting) that the Lydons decidlsd to drive to a location they know nearby 
which should place them nearer to the cigar like obyect.They left the other wit¬ 
nesses still on the field, but not before all had observed the two lights and the 
arrowhead sot off from the tJolliery headii^ towards the cl gar. The arrowhead put 
on a sudden buret of speed and reached tShe primary object first and then disappeared 
either Into or behind the cigar-Whatever the ease, none of the witnesses saw it 
again.#.altbotigh the other lights (or what was assumed to be them) were seen. 

The drive lasted five minutes,during which they lost the objects in streetlight 
^are on the main road.They then turned off onto Park Lane,which heads east to 
a location laiown as the Valley adjacent Ito Orank Wood .Here there is open land 
with the only building an Alloy Factory of quite small so^e to their left (north) 
and a landoscaped hillock, to their ri^i (south).The lane peters out and, continues 
directly ahofid of the point at which th^ stopped (beneath the welcoming * safe 
haven' of the security light on the side! of the factory building),Ahead (east) 
thp track (as It then Is) leads into the woods and to farms.

Moving back onto Park Lane he glanced t^ hifcs left and saw one single ball of 
orange light where the "headlights' had been,just a couple of hundred yards away 
heading towards them down the track-He turned the car right and shot off back 
to civilisation,aeeing the orange ball jonce more in his mirror,Hothlng else was 
seen and they reached home at about 22 mj 25 *

Soon nfter thorv' roaohed home (and ^thooir mentionljae^ their eac^eriencoa) the 
hydott's ton old non^KiOhaeljoame in and told how at around 2£»00 ho and hie 

friends^ hod been playlne^ by the oanol banks when they had seen lighte and sparks 
coming of Crank libod, 

Interriewe with Mr S and bi» nephew supported the Lydon*e 
story; as did the fact that a neiidibour of theirs (Kr Dh) had ouit® independantly 
seen the cigar-objeot for 10 minutee^around 23*00^from his landingf window (which 
looks out east)*ms description wee ©xtremely aimilarf hut for the tail ’fjba’. 

It was also found that two of thf women inirolved in the July 'Rst^aa* case (see 
earlier this issue) had from Wigan seen at 21*50 a bright object with a circle of 
white li^ts (hike* chsndelier droppers*) horerlns for a short tdiile above the 
garden and then heading towards Vfinter Hill. Similarly a Mr & Mrs P retumtng from 
BineOj at Bryiij sew two round silver limits and a silver cigar heading in a tiSangle 
formation towards Irfinter Hill around this same time. 

UJvidently something was over this ares on Friday the thirteenth* ^ 

Effects * ^ 

Brian Lydon alleges that the next time he oame to use his car (Sunday) 

he found the lights would not work.On cheoking he found two blown fuses and chaiT*od 
wiring.Beryl thinks she recalls smelling the burning at that point (wMoh would 
suggest that the bum-out occurred on the Sunday)* Bat Brian thinks it was directly 
linked with the close spproach of the object and saye he recalls hie indicator 
light falling to work as he turned off Park Lane to head back home on the Friday* 

The woman at Bryn, who ie also a CB operator, desorlbed a story which Brian 
Lydon related too*It seems that a group of C3 operators up on Hinier Eill around 
midnight Frlday/Saturday I3th/l4th also saw the cigar shaped object and watched it 
land in a quarry.The police arrived (having heard the CB reports) and cleared the 
radio operatore off the hilltops. In the early hours of the raoming, however,they 
saw the object depart southwards and CB operators on Frodshem Hill (south of 
Warrington) ]and in the Derbyshire Pennines^saw it too,The police have not confiriBed 
this story {'idiich Brian Lydon says is beoaase they should not have had CB radios 
whilst on patrol) and the operators concerned have not been traced*The woman at 
Bryn also eays that her CB ’rig* emitted a terrific ’screeching* noise whilst the 
tlFO was *on the air’^ and other local CB users claimed to have heard this too* 

This la a oompllcated case, of which wo can only scratch the surface 
hero. It should perhaps come as no surpiise, for exsonple, to loam that Brian 
Lydon has so many other paranormal enoouniers to relate that another artlole this 
length could be filled.lany Of these involve ghosts seen at the massive former 
US Mrfield at Burtonwood^near Harrington (where Brian renovates old aircraft for 
a museum)«Others Inokude precognitive dreams* 'Ibe phyeioal effects may or may not 
ho relevant. And It must be said that Brian has had a tendanoy siaoeito view 
doTscns of^DFOs'* (several in the presence of Peter Hough - all of which were airoraftlL 
He han also come up with weird theories, involving * regenerating hvunanoida* and I 
tJFOs drawing power from a nearby reservoir. However, the investigatora are aulte 
satisfied that the originBl report does describe something unu^^. 

The geolo^ of the area shows many fault—lines close to the surface, including 
the major Pennington Fault (along which a recent earthquake occfurred)*The ar«& by 
Abram Alloys is virtually on top of one such fault. In passing Brian Lydon 
mentioned "recently we dug up a surprisingly rich vein of quarts when talking 
about the local geology*In view of the connection between quartz and the pieso- 
blectrio effect (which mi^^ht well explain this extraordinary li^tshow) Brian was 
asked why he mentioned this**'I think they come h^e after quarts," was hie replyli
